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CONSTITUTION AMD BY-LAWS OF MEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION (1/24/66) 

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE 1 - Name and Object 

1. This non-profit organization shall be known as the New Hampshire 
Numismatic Association. 

2. The objects of this association shall be to promote and encourage the 
science of numismatics by the study of coins, paper money, tokens, medals, 
and all other media of exchange, to cultivate fraternal relations among 
collectors and students; to assist and encourage collectors both new and 
old; to foster the interest of youth in the subject; and to openly show 
that numismatics is an educational, serious and entertaining pursuit. 

ARTICLE II - Membership 

1. The membership of this organization shall consist of senior members and 
junior members. 

2. Junior members shall be those members under 18 years of age, on January 1, 
that year. 

ARTICLE III - Officers 

1. The elective officers of this organization shall be; a president, first 
vice-president, second vice-president, secretary-treasurer, and corres- 
ponding secretary. 

2. A board of governors shall be constituted of the past presidents of this ^/u a , /^ v 
organization; and the presidents, or their representatives of the 'Coin 

clubs of the state. 

3. The Board of Directors shall consist of the elected officers and the board 
of governors, all of whom shall be senior members in good standing. 

4. Members in good standing shall constitute the governing body of this 
organization, from which all officers shall be chosen. 

ARTICLE IV - Revenue 

1. The revenue of this organization shall be derived from the dues of its 
members, registration fees, bourse table fees, auctions, etc. 

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE I - Dues 

1. The dues of this organization shall be $1.00 per year for senior members 
and 500 per year for junior members, payable January 1. Any member who 
fails to pay his dues before the April meeting shall be liable to 
suspension. 

2. Life membership, in lieu of annual dues, shall be available as follows: 

$50 for any person 25 years old or younger; $10 for any person aged 65 or 
older; between age 25 and 65 the fee shall be $1 less for each year over 
age 25. Age shall be based on Jan. 1 of the year life membership is 
purchased. A special membership card shall be provided. Life members may 
retain their original number or be assigned a lower one if available. Life 
membership fees shall be deposited in a special fund which may be drawn on 
in amount equal to annual dues of those members each year. 

3. Honorary Life Membership may be awarded a person who has made an outstand- 
ing contribution to this association. Nominations for this award must be 
made in writing and be approved by the Board of Directors and by a majority 
vote at a general membership meeting. Persons receiving this award shall 
henceforth pay no dues and have a capital H added to their membership num- 
ber. Anyone who is already a paid Life Member when this award is given 
shall receive a refund of $10 plus $1 for each year under age 65.

ARTICLE II - Application for Membership 
Each member joining before June 1, 1363 shall be considered a charter 
member . 

Charter membership numbers may be retained as long as dues are paid, and 
re-instatement may be made by paying back dues up to 3 years. After dues 
are delinquent for 3 years a charter member's number may be assigned to a 
life member. 


ARTICLE III - Election of Officers 

Officers are to be elected at the annual April meeting. They will assume 
their duties following that meeting. 

ARTICLE IV - Duties of Officers 

The duties of the officers shall be the same as are usually incumbent 
upon the officers of similar organizations. 

ARTICLE V - Regulations 

No officer, or committee member shall incur any expense over the amount 
of $25.00 in the name of the organization, unless the same has been 
authorized in writing by the executive board. The treasurer shall be 
bonded. 

The president may at any time appoint a committee for any work that he may 
consider necessary. 

The president may call a meeting of the Board of Directors at any time he 
shall deem it necessary. 

ARTICLE VI - Expulsion 

Any member may be expelled for conduct unbecoming a member of this 
organization as decided by the Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE VII - Seal 

The Seal of the New Hampshire Numismatic Association shall be of the design 
adopted in 1963 and it shall be used only in connection with official 
business of this Association unless approved for other use by the Board of 
Directors. 


ARTICLE VIII - Conventions 

Conventions may be held at times and places designated by the Board of 
Directors. 


ARTICLE IX - Meetings 

This organization shall meet twice a year at such time and place as may be 
decided upon by the executive board. One meeting to take place in April 
and one in September. The annual meeting to be held in April. 

ARTICLE X - Office 

The office of the organization shall be at the home of the secretary- 
treasurer where all records will be kept. 

ARTICLE XI - Audit 

The executive board shall audit the account of the treasurer immediately 
prior to the annual meeting, to be held in April of each year. 

ARTICLE XII - Amendments 

This constitution and by-laws may be altered or amended at a regular 
meeting of the organization, by two thirds of the members present, a 
quorum shall be not less than seven members.
